HONGKONG SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

The annonnoement we are abla to maka 
as to the changes in the constitution of 
the Government of Hongkong will form a0 
important landmark ia the bistory of tha 
colony. The Secretary of State granted a 
final interview to Mr ‘IL. H. Whitehead on 
llth May, and daring the conversation 
informed him that he wae willing to grant 
some of the terms of the petition of the 


freedom of self-governmont. The concee- 
sions intimated by Lord Ripon are, we are 
ploased to think, not fins!, aod it may be 
that they will be carried further, which we 
cortsinly hope may be the case. Even if- 


ment of one or two unofficial membars to 
the Executive Council, and two farther 
noolficial mombers to the Legislative 
Council, & stop in the right direction wilt 
have been taken. It is certainly cssontial 
that tho unofficial slemont shonld be {p-, 
troduced to tha inner council, whilst the © 
concession in the Legislative Couneii will 
bring the numbers of offioial and anofiicial 
members tp to the same figura, tho Gover- 
nor‘ retaining the casting vote, It is here 
that. we belicve the decision is not absolutely 
fioal, and that anu unofficial majority may 
yet be concsded, though we believe that 
considerable opposition to this is manifested 
by the pormansnt officiats at Downing: 
street, thongh Lord Ripon would probably 
concedo it himself, Indeed, it ia ove that 
isin such harmony with the Liberal and 
Radical elements. that form tho component 
Parts of the prosent Government, and is 
one that a Consarvative Government would 
now probably grant, tbat-we can easily 
believo Lord Ripon would not have great 
di@culty iu felling into line with it. At 
-ali events, the colony has something de- 
finite on which to congratalate itself, and 
it may hava more. -Kor the accomplish- 
mont of this it has much to bo thankfal for 
to-Mr Whitehond, who hae most’ ably 
fought its canso daring hie holiday in this 
Sountry. He left the colony with addressca 
‘and congentalations from many of the in- 
habitants, and they will have cause for rojoi- 
cing on his return, And in winning #0 
much of the battle, Hongkong has wrought 
much for the aister Crown Colonies of tha 
For East. What has been, or will bo, 
conceded to Hongkong cannot in justice be 
denied to the colonies of the Straits Settle. 
ments: snd Ceylon, and in both of thote 
centres there should’-be cause ‘also for 
rejoicing. All Hongkong and the other 
colonics ask isto ba allowed io look after 
their own ‘looal municipal affairs in the 
wame degree that almost every other de- 
pendoncy of tho Empire doos at present 
time. Hongkong ean then regulate auch 
questions ag costly now gaols, whilst i¢ will 
have a free hand in regard to borrowing, if 
necessary, and not ha compalled to have 
resort to gold loans brought ont ander the 
anspices of the Orown Agents for thé . 
Colonies, for which it baa now to pay so 
Heavily for the accommodition provided.
